CUBA BETOEE LONG. 


SIGNS 
OF 
A REVOLUTION 


SATS PALMA DARES NOT SET 


FOOT ON THE ISLAND, 


HE PLEADS FOR ANNEXATION 


DR. LEONEL DE PEAU GOES TO 


WASHINGTON. 


Richmond, Va., Feb. 14.—"If Es- 


trada Palma, the newly chosen presi- 
dent of Cuba, ever lands on that is 
land there will follow immediately a 
revolution between the whites and 
blacks there, which will again tear 
the island to pieces." 


This is the prediction of Dr. Leonel 


de Peau, now in. this city, who -was 
physician to Colonel Theodore Hoose- 
velt, now president, during the war 
in the islands between the Spanish 
and American forces. Further, Dr. 
de Peau says that Palma T7as never 
wanted as president by the better 
element, and that the moment the 
United States troops are withdrawn 
there will be another conflict. 


Annexation, soya Dr. de Peau, is 


the only solution of the present situ- 
ation in Cuba. Because of the tariff 
against Cuban sugar planters cannot 
move the crop. They have no money 
and no means of raising any without 
giving from 18 to 22 per cent, on it 
and he thinks the spirit of internal 
dissension will tear the island to 
pieces again, aud that the United 
States will be compelled to take pos- 
session.

Cheap immigration to Cuba 
Should be stopped.

and we do not want any more. The 
importation of American negroes to

1896, he said, nil Americans had 
gloried in the splendid isolation of 
the republic nnd its determination 
to hold aloof from foreign entang- 
ling all lance a. Less than five years 
ago, he declared, n president "egged 
on by the pitiable flunky in the state 
department," had stietched his arms 
across the seaa In adulation to the 
people of Great Britain and today 
the government was hugging to its 
"bosom. «. nation that since the battle 
of Yorktown had systematically nnd 
perelstently plotted) our downfall. 
He sneered at the "soldier strapped 
gold1 lace flunkeys" who were to h2 
despatched across the Atlantic to 
bend the knee to and kiss the hand 
of the English, king, whose govern- 
ment, he declared, 'had attempted to 
form a coalition of European gov- 
ernments to thwart us while we were 
seeking to strike the shackles from senate. 
Cuba. 
Honest, 
straightforward 


American diplomacy, he declared, 
had given, way to European diplo- 
macy. He said he respected the pres- 
ent occupant of the white house. He 
was, he said, too straightforward 
for many of his party colleagues, 
slightly quixotic, 
perhaps, 
and 


hasty tempered, but honest and 
brave enough, he ithought, to "boot 
out that man in the state depart- 
ment who had Tirought us to this 
humiliating position." 


Turning to England's war in South 


Africa he denounced her tyranny 
and the part we had in it in allow- 
ing war material to be sniped from 
our shores. If half that was said of 
"this man Pauncefote" was true, he 
declared, he ought to be 
shipped 


across the water and "the sooner, the 
better." 
Referring to the report 


that a member of the president's 
family was to attend the coronation, 
Mr. "Wheeler said it was perhaps -un- 
becoming to allude to it. Neverthe- 
less, he considered it "most unfortu- 
nate and unprecedented and to bs 
lamented toy every liberty loving 
American." It was but one more link 
in the chain.BLr. Wheeler then turn- 
ed to the prospective visit of Prince 
Henry, "With a gesture of contempt 
he declared that the "European man- 
iacs were 'falling over each other* 
to see the little 'Dutchman." 


• There were a, thousand Americans 
following the .plow,-lie said, "wlft 
were as honest and as noble as he." 
"Why, he asked, should the American

Washington, Teh.
